“PARIS FRANCE,” by Gertrude Stein; 
(Scribners: 
$2.50). 
1 1 /E HAVE said several tim es that Gertrude Stein 
aas been deliberately obscure to obfusticate and 
confuse the susceptible for commercial reasons. 
Her 
"Four Saints in Three Acts" is an amusing example 
of same. 
But now Miss Stein is being deadly serious, and as 
is usual when that happens, she is writing perfectly 
intelligible English 
It Is not always good English, 
and her punctuation still reminds one of the effect 
when a boy flees a shotgun into the side of a barn 
at long range 
But there is no doubt what Miss Stein's 
"Paris France" is about, and no doubt of her sin ­ 
cerity. 
"Paris Fiance" is about France, and it is an 
expression ol her love for that country 
This is ad­ 
mirable ; Miss Stein had reasons of her own for trad­ 
ing the United States tor France, and having made 
the trade, she must be admired for her understanding 
and her appreciation of what she received. 
I’ne book is short 
It rambles all over France, and 
into every sort of French mind as well as a good 
many non-French minds. 
It was written after war 
came to France, but before war became disaster. 
Miss Stein then saw that France and England were 
"to do what is the necessary thing to do. they are 
going to civilize the tw entieth century and make it 
be a turn when anybody can be free, free to be civi­ 
lized and to be. 
The century is now forty years old, 
too old to do what it is told," she adds. 
France. Miss Stein thinks, "prefers civilization to 
tumultuous adolescence,

he em erges out of adolescence,” 
England, to Miss 
Stein, is "uke a boy who has not gone to school be­ 
cause his people did not believe in any of the schools 
that were then existing and who then considerably 
older does go to school and very quickly catches up 
and passes the others who have been at school from 
the beginning because1 England did refuse the tw en­

So Miss Stein explores the French social structure, 
and in particular the system of personal and family 
relationships which underly the structure.
